The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying 
Marks in any or all the subjccts at the examination . 

15 . (a ) The Union Public Service Commission shall 
prepare a list of candidates in order of their merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each 
candidate at the written examination . The candi 
dates who are recommended by the Commission for 
interview shall then appear before the I . A . F . Selection 
Board . The maximum number of marks obtainable 
at the I . A . F . Selection Board intervicw will be 900 . 
Candidates to be acceptable should secure the minimum 
qualifying marks both in the written examination and 
the I. A . F . Selection Board interview . Subject to this 
condition , they will then be placed in the order of 
merit on the basis of the total marks secured . The 
final selection for admission to the Air Force Academy 
will be made in order of merit depending on the 
number of vacancies for the course. 

( b ) Candidates will appear before the I. A . F . Selecz 
tion Board , and undergo the tests thereat, at their own 
risk and will not be entitled to claim atly compensa 
tion or other relief from Government in respect of any 
injury which they may sustain in the course of or as 
a result of any of the tests given to them at the I . A . F . 
Selection Board , whether due to the negligence of any 
person or otherwise . Candidates will be required 
to sign a certificate to this effect on the form appended 
to the application . In the case of candidates who are 
minors, the required certificate must be signed by 
their parents or guardians in the form prescribed . 

16 . Candidates finally selected for the I . A . F , will be 
admitted to the Air Force Academy and undergo train 
ing for a period of 18 months approximately . 

17. On successful completion of training, candidates 
will be granted Commission in the Indian Air Force 
and will be eligible for permanent Commissions 01) 
probations subject to the availability of vacancle , and 
the rules then in force. 

18 . While the cost of training including accommoda 
tion , books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment 
will be borne by Government, candidates will be 
expected to meet their pocket experises themselves. 
The minimum expenses at the Academy are NOT 
likely to exceed Rs. 40 per month , If a cadet s parent 
or guardian is unable to meet, wholly or partly , even 
this expenditure , financial assistance may be granted 
by the Government upto a maximum of Rs. 40 per 
month . No cadet whose parerit or guardian has an 
income of Rs. 300 per mensemi or above would be 
eligible for the grant of the financial assistance . 

A candidate desirous of having any financial 
Assistance should immediately after being finally 
selected for training at the Academy, submit an appll 
cation through the District Magistrate of his District 
who will forward the application with his recom 
mendation to Air Headquarters ( P . P . & R .) Defence 
Hqrs. P . O , New Delhi - 11. An advance copy of the 
application is to be sent DIRECT to Air Headquarters 
( P . P . & R . ) , New Delhi- 11. 

19 . Candidates when callcd up for interview by the 
I. A , F . Selection Board or for subsequent training will 
be eligible for T . A . and D . A . in accordance with the 
rules then in force . Candidates who have previously 
been before the I. A . F . Selection Board for the same 
type of Commission are not entitled to T . A , and D . A . 
on subsequent occasions. 

20 . Pay and allowances, pension , leave and other 
conditions of service after the grant of commission 
will be identical with those applicable from time to 
time to regular officers of the I . A . F . 

21. No candidate will normally be permitted to 
resign whilst under training. A civilian candidate who 
is not considered suitable to complete the full course of 
training may with the permission of Air Headquarters, 
be discharged . I 

22 . An outfit allowance at the rates and under the 
general conditions applicable at the time for each 
cadet will be placed at the disposal of the Commandant 
of the Training Institution . The unexpended portion 
of this allowance will be 
( i) handed over to the cadet on his being granted 

a commission ; or 
( ii ) if he is not granted a commission , refunded 

to the State . 
On being granted a commission , articles of clothing 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance shall 
become the personal property of the cadet. Such 
articles will, however , be withdrawn from a cadet who 
resigns whilst under training or who is removed or 
withdrawn prior to commissioning. The articles with 
drawn will be disposed of to the best advantage of 
the State .

Any attempt on the part of a candidate or his 
relations / friends to enlist support for his candidature 
will disqualify him for admission . 


13 . The maximum number of candidates to be 
admitted to the examination may at the discretion of 
the Commission be limited to such number as the 
Commission may decide . If a limit is imposed and the 
number of candidates exceeds that limit, the Union 
Public Service Commission shall select from among 
the applicants those who shall be admitted to the exe 
mination and shall have regard in so doing to the suit 
ability of the applicants for admission to the Air Force 
Academy.

2 . The enclosed application form must be filled in the 
candidate s own handwriting and all answers should be 
given in words. It should be submitted direct to the 
Secretary , Union Public Service Commission , Dholpur 
House, Post Box No. 186 , New Delhi. A candidate 
already in Government Service whether in a permanent 
or temporary capacity must submit his application 
through the Head of the Department or Office concern 
ed . A candidate employed in Army, Navy or Air 
Force must submit his application through his Com 
manding Officer who will, if he considers the candidate 

eligible , forward it to the Union Public Service Com 
mission with his recommendations ( vide Section " C " 
of the application form ) .

- All Postal Orders should bear the signature 
of the Issuing Post Master and a clear stamp of the 
Issuing Post Otice . All Postal Orders should be 
CROSSED and made payable to the Secretary , Union 
Public Service Commission at New Delhi Post Once . 
In no case will Postal Orders payable at any other 
Post Office be accepted . Defaced or mutilated Postal 
Orders will also not be accepted . 

NOTE 4 .- An application not accompanied by a 
treasury receipt or CROSSED Indian Postal Orders for 
the prescribed fee will be summarily rejected and no 
explanation for inability to send the treasury receipt 
or the Indian Postal Orders with the application will 
be considered . This does not apply to displaced per 
sons seeking remission of the fee, vide paragraph 8 
below . 

( ii) A Certificate of Age — The only proof of age 
ordinarily accepted by the Commission is the age or 
date of birth entered in the Matriculation Certificate 
or in the Secondary School Leaving Certificate , or in 
a certificate recognised by an Indian University as 
cquivalent to Matriculation or in an extract from a 
Register of Matriculates maintained by a University , 
which extract must be certified by the proper autho 
rity of the University . The expression Matriculation 
Certificate in this part of the instructions must be 
understood as including these alternative certificates . 

Candidates will thus understand that the Matri 
culation Certificate is required in all cases as evidence 
of age, and it must invariably be sent to the Commis 
sion in original with a copy thereof, together with the 
application ,

A candidate who has passed the Matriculation 
Examination as a private student, must submit, in 
addition to the Matriculation Certificate , a certirale 
from the Headmaster of the School which he first 
attended , showing the date of his birth or his exact age 
as recorded in the school admission register. If no 
school was ever attended , a certified extract from the 
Municipal Birth Register relating to himself or some 
other convincing proof in support of the age stated in 
the Matriculation Certificate should be submitted . The 
application of a private student who can pro 
duce no satisfactory evidence in support of his age 
stated in the Matriculation certificate may be rejected . 

If the Matriculation certificate has not been issued to 
a candidate he should submit along with his applica 
tion an age certificate from the Headmaster of the 
School from where he appeared in the Matriculation 
examination . Such a candidate will be required to 
gubmit his original Matriculation certificate beforo hc 
is admitted to the Air Force Academy, He will be 
disqualified it later on it is found that the date of birth 
claimed by him in the application differs from that 
entered in his Matriculation certificate unless the dis 
crepancy is explained to the satisfaction of the Union 
Public Service Commission . 

Candidates are warned that unless complete proof 
of age as laid down in these instructions is sent with 
an application , the application may be rejected . Fur 
ther , they are warned that if tho date of birth stated 
in the application is inconsistent with the age shown 
in the Matriculation Certificate and no explanation is 
offered , the application may be rejected ( Vide Note 
4 below ) . 

NOTE 1 . - A candidate who holds a completed Se 
condary School Leaving Certificate necd submit with 
the original a copy of only the page containing entries 
relating to age. 

NOTE 2 . - A transfer certificate from a school or 
college will not be accepted as evidence of age . 

NOTE 3 . - The Age and Nationality Certificate işsucd 
by some State authorities is not required , 

NOTE 4 , -- Ordinarily , the Commission do not accept 
a date of birth other than that proved or supported 
by the Matriculation Certificate. If they do go . they 
require not only convincing proof of the date claimed 
but also a satisfactory explanation of the incoriect 
entry in the Matriculation Certificate . When once 
a date of birth has been claimed and accepted by the 
Commission for the purpose of admission to an exa 
mination no change will be allowed at a subsequent 
examination , Candidates who wish to challcnge the 
entry of their age in a Matriculation Certificate , 
must do so at the first opportunity . In such cases , a 
candidate must send direct to the Union Public Scr 
vice Commission all the evidence on which he bases 
his claim , together with his application . 

NOTE 5 . — Displaced persons, who have lost their 
original Matriculation Certificate in Pakistan , should 
obtain duplicate certifcate from the University con 
cerned . If they are unable to obtain the duplicate 
Matriculation Certifcate from the University , they 
phould submit an extract from the University Gazette 
in which their results were published showing their 
date of birth and certified by the Registrar or the 
Headmaster . 

NOTE 6 . - Candidates from the P . W . M . College , 
Dehra Dun and King George s Schools must submit a 
certificate of age from the Principal of the College 
School and no other certificate as cvidence of age will 
be required . 

( iii) A Certificate of Educational Qualification 
Candidates must submit a certificate or diploma in 
original with a copy thereof, showing that he has onc 
of the qualifications prescribed in the Rules The 
certificate submitted must be one issued by the autho 
rity ( i. e . University or other examining body ) award 
ing the particular qualification . If such a certificate 
or diploma is not submitted the candidate must explain 
its absence , and submit such other evidence in ori 
ginal as he can to support his clalm to the requisite 
qualifications. The Commission will consider this 
evidence on its merits but do not bind themselves to 
accept it as sufficient. 


N . B . -- Candidates are warned that if an application 
is incompletely or wrongly Alled or is not accompanied 
by any one of the documents mentioned above without 
a reasonable explanation for its absence having been 
kiven , the application will be summarily rejected and 
that no appeal against its rejection will be entertained . 
The documents not submitted with the application 
sliould be sent soon after the submission of the appli 
Lation , and in any case they must reach the Commis 
sion s office one month before the date of commence 
nient of the examination . Otherwise candidature for 
the examination will be cancelled . 

Candidates are also warned that they should in no 
Case tamper with the entries in the documenty sub 
mitted by them . Candidates found guilty of tampering 
ir liable to be prosecuted in addition to being 
permanently debarred from the Commission s examina 
tions and selections and from employment under 
Government.
